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None Is Better 

S)SCp! AGAIN much talk about the Canadian 
V-* "image" abroad is sweeping the country’ Gov¬ 
ernment supporters naturally are holding to the op¬ 
timistic view that (Canada's depiction overseas has 
never-been so good, while on the other hand follower# 
of the opposition parlies just as vehemently claim that 
Canada's pwUayal to the out side world is at its 
shabbiest 

From these two widely divergent opinions it would 
Mem logical lo assume that the truth lies somewhere 
betweea And it does. The real probability is that 
Canada abroad possesses neither a good image nor 
a lad one: that, in fact, it -possesses no image at ail 
—and never has. 

The likelihood that this iplght ho so will be 
enough to horrify politicians on both sides of our 
parliamentary arena, many of whom are dedicated 
to the Madison Avenue dictum that image-projection 
la the key to successful living. 

However, there appears to be no special advan¬ 
tage attached to-Canada's possession or any partic¬ 
ular image abroad-~whcther it be one which is in¬ 
significant or one which is bright and glowing it is 
not likely to do us any specific good or harm. 

As long as this country continues to produce 
foodstuffs, goods and raw materials needed by other 
countries, as long as she is willing to meet her inter¬ 
national commitments and provides a remunerative 
investment market under a sound economy, Canada 
will thrive—even without an image. 

Those who feel it Is imperative that we [tosses* 
a distinct and strong image abroad, would do well to 
look at the present images of other countries. What 
kind of an image does Britain have these days, for 
instance? Is it not an image of a once great and 
proud nation hammered to her knees, with her very 
sovereignty threatened, not by her enemies, but by 
her allies? 

And what of the American image? Is it not, 
even among her friends, one of a domineering and dic¬ 
tatorial nation willing lo sacrifice good will for the 
sake of her own interests? 

And what of France? India? Portugal? The 
European Common Market countries? The Latin 
American republics? Each have created and recreated 
images which far from reflecting credit and good will 
have succeeded only in accomplishing the reverse. 

All in all, Canada would seem fortunate in pos¬ 
sessing no image. Perhaps we should see lo it that 
the vacancy remains unfilled 

Who Cares? 

P ROVINCIAL Lilieral leader Ray Perrault has Iteen 
making great political play of his belief that the 
reduction in height of the Peace River dam from 630 
to BOO feet was dictated by New York financiers. 
Iauiris Minister W’illiston in turn lias said that the 
decision was the result of two years of continued study 
by his experts, and now Dr. Gordon Shrum, ro-ehair- 
man of B.C. Hydro, asserts the decision was his own. 

The latter two statements, it will be noted, while 
perhaps confusing are not necessarily incompatible. 
Mr. VVilHston and Dr. Shrum are not running com- 
p-rttne agencies and the latter, one would think, would 
naturally lie the man to give final approval and put 
his signature to the decision based on Ihe engineering 
and financial advire domed from t-he investigations. 

It could even be that the financiers had some say 
in the matter, based on the same or similar advice, 
for theirs would be a legitimate interest in the most 
economical production of Peace River power. 

But why all the fuss? Who cares if t£e decision 
was made !>v a little old man in Timbucloo as long as 
it is the right one, and its advantages appasmnt to all 
concerned—if, as the government has said, the reduc¬ 
tion in Ihe first-projected height of the dam "will 
materially cut the cost of electricity from the Peare 
while at the same time reducing the final output by 
only eight per tent ? 

These facts are not challenged, and the soundness 
of the decision surely must lie apparent to almost 
everyone in British Columbia, as it should be to Mr. 
Perrault. He thus does nothing to gain respect for 
himself or his parly by trying to dpau a frightening 
picture of the government being ordered about by 
New York "money lenders," as he chooses to describe 
them; his attack is of such a futile nature that it must 
be seen as clutching at a straw. 


In-Between Shades 

I F ANYONE ever thinks world events can he viewed 
in terms of black and white with no thought of 
intervening greys almost any day's news corrects-any 
such perspective. The Interplays of nuance in nearly 
every situation confound the color schemes and add 
to the confusion. 

Things are never so simple as they seem on I ha 
•urfaeo and anomalies are rite. Just as American 
policy now is to project its aims even if these offend 
its allies so at the other end of the globe Russia takes 
steps inimical to one of its ostensible partners. 

The Soviet Union is not the United States nor 
are its policies or ethos to be compared, except only 
to point tbe. ambiguities of international plays. 

Russia is filling its contract to provide India with 
MiG jet fighter planes, and the first of these are on 
their way to Bombay, Since India is at physical odds 
with Red (Tuna, and is depending on these planes 
to bolster its defence against further Chinese military 
aggression, it would look on the face of it as thejugh 
Moscow was lining yip against Peking. 

Russia and China are in verbal conflict about tbf 
"WTHTignBrhi 1 ' l.'nitifhu'nisT expansion, and tSere may 
t* a latent tear in a mrr minds or rne aomtngring am¬ 
bitions of Peking, but essentially they are at one In 
the philosophy with which they hope to blanket the 
world. An open break would split and seriously 
weaken their joint camp. 

On the other hand Russia has cause to keep 
India in the kind of neutral role that, paradoxically 
again, disturbs her best friends in the West, and so 
intervenes in the Sino-Indian quarrel to try and pre¬ 
vent her forcible submission to Chinese penetration. 

In a word, the Soviets play both entfe down the 
middle. In a sense this ia how the game of interna¬ 
tional politics is played by all; not in terms of black 
and white but embracing the various in-between 
shades that confuse the general picture and make, 
the layman wonder.
